THE OPIUM COMMISSION, 


The Adopted Resolutions. 


The following resolutions were adopted 
by the International Opium Commission at 
‘the last session on Friday :— 

1, That the International Opium ‘Com- j 
mission recopnises tha unswerving sincerity 
of the Government of China in their efforta 
§o eradicate the production and consump- 

_ tion of- Opium throughout the Empire ; ' 

“ the increasing body of public opinion 
among thoir own subjects hy which those 
efforta are being supported ; and the real, 
though uncqual, progress already mado in 
a task .which is one of the greatest 
meaniiice, 

2, That in view of the action taken by 
the ‘Gov ernment of China in suppressing 
the practico of Opium smoking, and by 
other Governments to the sume end; the 
International Opium Commission recom- 
menda thateach Delegation concerted move 
its ovm Government to take measures for 
tho gradual suppression of the prastice of 
Opium swoking in its own. territories and 
poracasions, with due regard to the varying 

. Circumstances of each country concerned. 

3..That the International Opium Com- 
mission finds that tho use of Opium in any 
form otherwise than for medical purposes 
ig held by almost every participating 
country to bea matter for prohibition or 
for careful regulation; and that cach 
country in the administration of ita system 
of regulation purports to be aiming, as 
opportunity offers, at progressively increas- 
ing stringency. ‘In recording these Con- 
clusions the’ International Opium: Com- 
mission recognises the wide: variationa 
between the condition prevailing in the 
differont countries, but would urge on the 
attention of the Governments concerned 
the desirability «fa re-examination of their 

stem of regulation in the light of ex- 

rience of other countries dealing: with 

the same problem.
